It has been further decided that the benefit of sub- 
p.ua(2)(iii) ofPava 220 shall also be available on the Additional REP licences already issued for the licensing year 
1988-89, 1989-90, and 1990-91. and validity period of which has not yet expired. For this purpose the licence- 
holdeis shall get their additional REP licences specifially endoised from the licensing authorities concerned, who 
had issued the said licence. 

6. Attention is invited to Paras 218,220, 226 and 227 of the Import & Export Policy 199C-—'93 (Volume-I) as 
amended. It has been decided that the eligibility criteria for the giant of Export House, Trading House and Star 
Trading House status as laid down in the Import Policy, 1990-93 shall not be restricted to the licensing year 1991-92 
only. Simil u ly, the provisions relating to the grant of Additional REP licence and Special Additional REP Licence 
to Export/Trading House and Star Trading Houses would be applicable to such licences as relate to licensing period 
1991-92 only. AccorJigly, the applications for such licence, as are not disposed of before 1-4-92 would be subject 
to the relevant transitional arrangements as laid down in the Import Policy.
